What is confidently believed to be 
& payable copper deposit has been 
discovered at. Killfinan,, in “Argyll- 
shire, near the shores of Loch Fyne.

-This hospital was 
started about fifteen years ago, when 
leprosy broke out in that province.

The Official Standards of Weights and 
Measures In England, 

In April of this year a ceremony is 
due to be performed in London which 
occurs nly at intervals of ‘twenty 
years. This is the comparison of the 
Standards of weights aud measures: . 
The official standards in use at the 


pared with the original standard yard 
measure and pound weight, which re- 
pose in the wall of one of the inner 
staircases of the house of Commons. 

The bole in the wall where the two 
standards are kept is rather like a 
small tomb, and it can only. be opened 
by actually tearing down the wall. 

The yard: measure is a bronze bar 
thirty-eight inches long, on which thir- 
ty-six divisions of one inch-t. e., 
a yard—have been marked off. The 
standard pound is of platinum, and, 
despite its weight and the fact that the 
metal of which it ‘consists is worth 
$200, in size it is no more than a cubic 
Inch, 

No variations were detected when 
the standards were last compared ip 
April, 1892, and the precious standards 
were then walled up once more in their 
dark little tomb, where for twenty. 
years they have been undisturbed.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.

Fancy Home and nd Peatheretitehing on 
Sheer Summer Gowns, | | 

" Many women who are tond of nee, 
Alework do not possess the skill to 
work some of the embroidery designs 
that are now so fashionable, but al- 
most any one with a little practice 
can do feather stitching Heatly and 
rapidly. 

With this stitch you can secure many 
effective aésigns with very little ta- 
‘bor, and it is an ideal way to finish 
the ‘top of flems on any steer mate- 
rial. , 

When French knots, “ptrds’ eyes” 
and eyelets are. combined with the 
feather stitching lovely effects biti pod- 
sible. 

Such borders .are: partieularty at- 
tractive on summer gowns, but can 
be used on anything from the, finést 
lingerie to curtains, jheavy cushions 
and table covers, | > 

Birds’ eyes are made by data wing 
the thread through to thé right side 
‘of-the-material of te hem, then hold-

ing it down with the left thumb (as 
you would’ for buttonhole stitching), 
inserting the needle in the hole it has 
just passed through and taking, a 


small stitch, . pulling. the thread 
through until the loop formed is the 
same length as the stitch you have 
taken; thtn take a stitch at the outer 
point to hold the loop securely. 

Dainty little “daisies can be made of 
the birds’ eye stitch by making the 
first stitch long enough for the petal. 
After taking the’ second stitch draw 
the needle through the first hole made, 
which will, ‘be the center of the flower, 

Then make a second petal, pulling 
the, needle through the center, hole to 
form each petal. 

A line of these little flowers placed 
just inside the feather stitching on the 
edge of the bem will make a delightful 
finish to any gown. Featherstitching 
applied in scallops, with a tiny daisy 
at the top of each or in the center of 


each scallop, is another dainty way to 


trim a hem. Perfect scallops are east!- 
ly made by drawing a perfect circle on 
the stiff cardboard and cutting it out, 
then dividing it exactly in half. Now 
lay these two half circles on the ma- 
terial end to end and draw a fine line 
around the outer curved edge, keeping 
the straight edge even with the edge 
of the hem. 

Repeat this process all the way along 
the hem and do the stitching ie the 
mark. — 

Very fine mercerized vettton is used 
for this work. White material worked 
in pale colors eautiful, and for va- 
riety you_may do the featherstitching 
in on slor and the row of daisies or 
eyelets of a contrasting shade. | 
Fagoting is sometimes used instead 
of the featherstitching, and with a 
little practice you will be able to de 
sign different patterns for yourself, 
suiting the work-to the need of your 
material or the article being’ made.

The plan provides that a man may 
borrow on his tand yery close to the 
complete ‘value by ‘@rranging in ad- 
vance the number of years that he will: 

His tnterest 
payments are then. arranged: at #0, 
much -per year, the amount- being 
greater or less, depending om how soon 
be intends, that these payments should 
completely .pay off his debt: If the 
payments are to coatinue for fifty 
‘years the payments are-very small. it 
the whole mortgage is to be paid off in | 
a ‘shorter period the yearly payments 
are larger. 

There is an. added feature which 
would not be considered possible in 
this country—viz, an occasional lottery 
drawing. by which the man who 
draws the lucky ticket bas his mort- 
guge.entirely canceled. The system 
provides an absolutely safe means of 
saving and is an encouragement to buy 
and pay for real estate. Against these. 
bonds and mortgages the Credit Fon- 
cier issues its bonds in small amounts 
bearing interest at 8 per cent or less, 
whicb are sold in large quantities to 
investors of moderate means.

LIFE CONVICTS FROM INDIA. 


Most Desperate Prisonere 
Kill One Another, While Others Fall 
Victims to the Native Head Hunters, 
to Whom Murder ts Sport. 


Frederick Taylor, F. R. G. 8., writing 
|} fn the Century Magazine abpat Nfe in 
the Andaman islands, says:* 

“The sailing of the Maharaja from ' 
Calcutta for the Andaman islands was 
not accompanied by the usual goodbys 
and handkerchief waving, for of my 
fellow passengers there were seventy 


, to whom no one wished bon voyage 
,or-a-safe return, 


‘These were conrticts, 
all murderers under. life sentences, 
who for some reason hid escaped the 


, death penalty, and included six wom: 


en, for the Maharaja is the ship used 
by the colonial Indian government to 
transport convicts to the penal settle- 
;ments near Port Blair, South Anda- 
| man island, a distance of 650 niles 
from Calcutta. 

“The prisoners* were all manacled 


and shackled about the ankles, with 


chains fastened to bands at the wrist. 
They were a despicable lot. At night 
a continual, moaning and cursing and 
hopeless sobbing came up from the 
hatches and made sleep out of the 
question for mé, though the European 
officer inthe steamer's cabin apparent- 
ly slept undisturbed. Early the first 
morning I went on deck and learned 
that two of the male prisoners were 
‘fT and had been brought up to the 
deck for air. They were closely guard- 
ed, and raw recruits were stationed at 
i the railing to prevént them from com- 
mitting sulecide by jumping overboard 
into the Huglt-river. 

“The Andamans are Iterally the 
homes of murderers, The inhabitants 
are the most viclous members of an 
older civilization and the uncivilized 
head hunters, among .whom murder fs 
n sport and a pastime. In the settle- 
ment.are about 1,700 prisoners, includ- 
ing 800 women. On arriving at Port 
Blair the prisoners first spend six 


‘months in solitary confluement in the 


cellular jafl of Viper island. They are 
then transferred to one of the associ- 
nted jails and the comparative bless- 


‘Ing ofbard ‘labor incompany with’ 


others, though still occupying separate 
cells at night. After a year and a 
half of this they become slaves, work- 
|{ug 1p and about the settlement during 
the day and sleeping\in barracks at 
night, always closely guarded. At the 
expiration of five years a convict be- 


| comes. eligible to join the colony of 
|‘self supporters’ and live in the vil-

“Despite. the rigid discipline and the 
| Vigilance of the authorities the’ com- 
/munal life is far from harmonious, 
‘and the more vicious often rebel, The 
murderers kill one another and are in 
turn murdered by the treacherous An- 
damanese; who regard the hapless con- 
victs and their guards as thelr natural 
prey. Occasional attempts at escape 
are made by the prisoners, but the ef- ~ 
forfs inevitably prove disastrous, The 
fugitive, finding his cenditional free- 
dom worse than servitude, either dics 
at the bands of the Jarawa warriors, 
falls a victim to fever or other. dls- 
ease or starves. There is also a sys- 
tem in vogue by which the more 
friendly tribes of savages co-operate 
| with the authorities in capturing cs- 
caped convicts and receive rewards 
‘for the return of the unhappy desert- 
ers. More often, however, the bend 
hunters kill the fugitive and return

,only the head, receiving the reward 


just the same, the killing adding zest 
to the chase and the return of the 
head. being the easiest and quickest 
way of earning the reward, 

“Under these conditions: there are 
few attempts at escape, though many 
remarkably hazardous dashes for. lib- 
‘erty hare been made from time .to 
‘time, which, though futile, were most 
|@aring. Some time ago the steamer 
Fulata picked up a_ poor, emaciated 
wretch who was sighted on a smal! 
, bamboo raft-off the Arakan coast. He 
was later found to be an escaped con- 
| viet, When picked up he had been on 


one of the southwest monsoons and 
had secured water by catching the 
rain and sucking it from his turban 
and loin cloth, He lived upon fiying 
fish. that flew aboard the raft, eating 
them raw. He was swept off the raft 
many times by the waves, but had 
managed to cling to It. After a month 
In a hospital at Rangoon he was re- 
turned to prison and solitary confine 
; ment. 

“Another daring attempt at escape 
‘Was made Dy A party of six convicts 
| Who were sent with two native police- 
'men. to a small island off the middle 
Andaman to work. They managed to 
escape from the guafds and, hoisting 
the sall of the small boat, started out — 
a gale, After seven days of heayy 
weather they were dashed upon the 
rocks of the Tenasserim coast, and the 
boat was wrecked., All escaped with 
‘their Ives and eventually reached the - 
Siamese border, where they were ap- 
prehended by the local authoritics and 

returned to the prison.”
